WOMEN IN COUNCIL 


City Gouncil Adopts a Radical 


Amendment to the City Char- 


ier But Takes it all Back on Consideration 


The important and much-agitated 
question of the ‘firing of the city en- 
gineer did not come up last night, al- 
though there was quite an audience 
present to see what was to happen at 
the council meeting. After: the routine 
business was finished the question 
was side-tracked by the consideration 
of the amendments to the city charter, 
which kept the aldermen busy until 
the time limit. 

The audience which fore-gathered to 
see what would happen to the commis- 
sioner evidently found no attraciive- 
ness in an aldermanic discussion of the 
city charter, and withdrew when the 
council commenced to consider what 
amtndments it would submit to the 
legisi.ture, but in so doiaz they 
missed a little human interest story 
which wag worth waiting for.

Boyle called ‘‘socialistic legislation.” 

It was in the consideration of a 
clause defining who should vote that 
the play came up. QOné amendment to 
the charter changes qualifications for 
mayor from $1500 leasehold to (680 
realty only, so that a  tenant-mayer 
could not be, and attached to this the 
clause which says that he shall be 
elected by male property-holders, un- 
married females over twenty-one years 
and widows owning property. Ald. 
Bellamy said he thought all women 
property-owners zhould have aright 
to vote, so that a woman who married 
should not disfranchise herself by en- 
vering into the matrimonial state. Ald. 
Mays thought the same thing and mov- 
ed a construction of the clause whch 
extended the franchise to all women 
property-holders, which Ald. Letta and 
Ald. Smith supported, and onl; Ald. 


Picard and Ald. Boyle voted against 
it. 


P After the motion had passed and 
the city solicitor had his pencil in the 
draft amendments, Aid. Boyle took the 
discussion up again and in a ten-min- 
ute speech, convinced the aldermen, all 
but Ald. Bellamy, that they were mak- 
ing a very radical move which would 
cause a large discussion in the legis- 
lature, and might possibly have the ef- 
fect of side-tracking the whole bill. 
When Ald. Mays saw it in that light 
he moved a reconsidcration and _ the 
woman suffrage amendment was thrown 
out, although Ald. Bellamy stood pat 
|for woman suffrage all the way 
through the piece. 


In the amendments which were auopt- 
ed no radical changes were made except 
in the principle that the initiative in 
the city government shall rest with 
the council instxad of with the com- 
missioners, as is the case by the char- 
ter as it at present stands. 


It is claimed by almost everyone who 
has had to work under the charter, 
that Edmonton is governed by commis- 
sioners and that the council is a 
machine for the ratification of the busi- 
ness transacted by the commissioners. 
The purpose of the amendment is to 
turn this inside out and make the com- 
missioners the machinery to carry out 
the directions of the city council. 


Another feature of more or less im- 
portance, according to the noint of 
view was the alteration of a clause 
which now provides that an alien who 
owns property may vote in municipal 
affairs without taking out citizenship 
papers. 

Another change provides that a house- 
holder may, when not an owner, pay 
$5 as a householder in lieu of ¢P poll

Syndicate Holding Options on Howard Street Lots Would 
Build Temporary Post Office 


At the city council last night a pet- 
ition from east end citizens asking 
that the council recommend that the 
temporary post office site be placed 
not farther west than McDougall street 
brought to light the tact that a syndi- 


cate, supposed to be of local men, but 
names unmentioned and unknown, had 
taken options on a block of icts on 
Howard street, between Rice and Fliza- 
beth, and that a private wire was sent 
to Ottawa yesterday afternoon offering 
the Go vernment temporary quarters 
there for the post office until such time 
as the new post office is built, depend- 
ing no doubt on the location of the 
post office to raise the value of their 
property. 

Ald. Latta presented the easterners’ 
petition, and in doing so moved that 
the council recommend to the Dominion 
a site not farther west than McDougall 
street be selected for a temporary 
post office. 

Ald. Boyle stated that he did not pro- 
pose to interfere with the selection of a 
site. ‘The location of a permanent 
site,” he said, “is a serious matter, 
but if we, after having complained so 
long about the congested state of the 
post office, shculd now undertake to 
interfere with the selection of a tem- 
porary site, the department at Otta- 
wa will probably commence tc wonder 
what we want.”

“A later example to illustrate the 
“same proposition would be the.result 
“when recently the inert ignorance of 
“Russia went down to overwhelming 
“defeat before the disciplined intelli- 
“gence of Japan,” which “‘iatelligence’”’ 
of over half « million men can scarcely 
be supposed to have been begotten in 
universities, and which was directed by 
men trained not in the universities of 
tained, and could only be maintained 
by the material wealth of Europe and 
Japan, but in those which are main- 
the United States. 

It is quite true that the university 
is really “the crown, the apex, the key- 
stone” of an educational system, and 
the crown should only be donned when 
the system reaches maturity, the apex 
adjusted as the final completion of the 
pyramid, and the keystone can only be 
supported and is only required when 
the walls of the arch have been rear- 
ed. 

The argument that a university is 
required for the training of high school 
teachers, ministers, doctors, lawyers 
and statesmen is an admission that the 
first business and the first result of a 
university would be to enabie ‘‘the few’ 
to qualify for the professions rather 
than the multitude for the business of 
life. which is the stand taken and main- 
tained by the Bulletin. € 

Germany and the United States are 
elted as countries in which the experi- 
ments of the laboratory have powerful- 
ly aided industrial development. The 
re‘erence is apt, but so also is 
the view that Alberta is not and will 
not for many years be a Germany or 
a United States. The industrial de- 
velopment of these countries began oniy 
when the agricultural development of 
those countries created a demand fcr 
the products of the factory, and it pro- 
gressed with corresponding rapidity as 
the increase of population outran the 
capabilities or refpiirements of 
pe agricultural resources. A 
great industrial future doubiless awaits 
Alberta, but that future shali be real- 
ized only as the development of our 
agricultural resources creates a demand 
for manufactured articles and likewise 
a demand for employment for our in- 
creasing population. Until such time 
the assistance of a university to in- 
dustry would bd of little effect and of 
doubtful. benefit. 

It is argued that to postpone the es- 
tablishment of a university would be 
“shutting the doors of opportunity to 
the youth of our land’’. Not necessari- 
ly. And if it were so it were better to 
fail in opening the docr of profession- 
aliam and distinction to the few with 
gifis and resources to utilize those 
opportunities than to accomplish this 
at the sacrifice of «our duty  toxopen 
the doors of the common school and the 
industrial school to every boy and girl 
in the province. 

“Again: The only university of the 
“future is the non-sectarian, state-sup- 
“ported and state-owned institution. 
“This factistoo obvious to need argu- 
“ment. But if this province does not 
‘take the matter in hand and deal with 
“it early, then you will have a number 
“of denominaticnal colleges springing 
“up in different parts of the province. 

Ye have two of them alreatly. When 
“they get a proper foothold it will 
“make the university question a more 
“difficult one to solve in the end. Note 
“the difficulty in Ontario. It has only 
“recently been solved there, and right- 
“ly, as all the federated colleges have 
“finally gathered around the one ori- 
“ginal state-owned,  state-supported, 
“and undenominational institution, and 
‘the examination requirements have 
“been brought up to its standard.” 
Ontario despite the early blunders in 
her educational policy has been able 
to untangle the university situation in 
such satisfactory manner why cannoi 
Alberta with the history of Ontario's 
experience and errors before her so di- 
rect educational affairs that an equally 


satisfactory solution may be found 
whenever a demand for a _ university 
exists and the progress of the  pro- 


vince warrants its establishment? That 
Ontario has succeeded in extricating 
herself from the toils after these were 
securely woven is poor argument that 
Alberta cannot prevent the weaving or 
permit it only on conditions which as- 
sures an easy release when the time 
for action arrives. 

It is argued that “if a land encow- 
ment is to be obtained from the De- | 
minion Government for university pur- 
poses there would be danger if delay, 
es our Crown lands are fast diminish- 
ing’. But assuming such endowment 
desirable, the postponement in the es- 
tablishment of the institution would 
not involve delay in request ing the en- 
dowment 

That “there will be a greater a 
on our revenues proportionately 
other things ten years hence than Hee 
is today’’ we doubt, especially as re- 
gards that portion of such revenues de- 
voted to educational purposes. Our 
revenues, both from Fedsraf .subsidy 
and Provincial administration increa 
with our population, while it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that the expenses of 
carrying on an established system will | 
be preportionately less than those of | 
organizing and creating a system.

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NATURAL GAS 

Winnipeg Free Press: The quest for 
natural gass is being vigorously con- 
tinued in Edinonton and Calgary, and 
it is believed in both cities that an 
adequate and ratisfactory supply will 
eventualiy be secured. A. W. Dingman, 
a well-known resident of the latter 
city, was in Winnipeg yesterday on 
the way to Pittsburg, to purchase drill- 
ing machines for the purpose of carry- 
ing on operations in Calgary. The 
work is being done by the Calgary 
Natural Gas Company, and will be car- 
ried on vigorously during the present 
year. Inquiry regarding the prospects 
and possibility of the natural gas sup- 
ply in the vicinity of the city have 
been carried on through the depart- 
ment of the Dominion Governmert for 
& number of years, and all available 
data has been placed at the service of 
the gas company by the Government 
experts. At Edmonton, where drilling 
has been done fort he past eighteen 
months, a second well is now being 
dug. It is known, that owing to the 
nature of the land formation in the 
district, it will be necessary to go 
down two or three thousand feet 
througn the superficial or Laramie 
drift, before reaching the gés-bearing 
horizon. 

Speaking of the enormous value of 
natural gas, Mr. Dingman stated that 
the statisticians of the United States 
estimated that the product was wort: 
$38,000,000 annually to the American 
peopie. Natural gas is sixth in point 
of value of all natural products of the 
ground. Those preceding it are coal, 
petroleum, copper, iron and gold. The 
supply at Meuicine Hat seems to be 


practically inexhaustible, and ‘it is 
hoped to discover similar resources 
from which gas may be secured at 
Edmonton and Calgary.

ORT CITIZENS 
REFUSE TO TALK 


Ordered Out Their Phones When Til- 
ted Price to Cover Municipal 


Tax 


Strained relations exist between Ed- 
monton and Fort Saskatchewan and 
while it may not be necessary to cail 
out the militia to suppress the ructoin, 
things are approaching such a stage 
that the citizens of Fort Saskatchewan 
will not talk to the citizens of Edmon- 
ton, or anyone else—ocver the telephone. 

The whole thing arose over a $50 
tax which the Fort Saskatchewa.. 
Council decided to collect from the city 
of Edmonton as a license for the priv- 
ilege of running a telephone system in 
the Fort. The Edmonton council con- 
ferred with its solicitor and having 
discovered that it had to, decided to 
pay the tax. In approved corporation 
style, however, the city of Edmonton 
raised the rates on Fort subscribers 
from $20 to $25 per year, per phone. 
Then the trouble commenced. Curb 
meetings were held in the Fort, the re- 
sult of which was that the citizens 
decided that they were being cross- 
hauled and 50 per cent. of the subscrib- 
ers ordered out their phones. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the city council last night by a 
letter from the City’s agent there, Mr. 
Daniels who recited that half his sub- 
scribers (eight) had quit the line, and 
wanted tc know what to do about it. 
Incidently Mr. Daniels related that he 
had served the city faithfully and with- 
out complaint for a year at $25 a 
month, furnished fuel, office rent and 
his services as a trouble shooter at 
that price and that now that the tele- 
phone was no !onger an experiment 
with the city he thought that he should 
get more. 

During the aldermanic discussion of 
the crisis it transpired that there were 
16 phones in the Fort previous to the 
tax and that of these only 14 were pay 
phones, the other two being service 
phones, but that the long distance line 
is paying big money. Last year the 

' total revenue at the Fort was $1400, 
including long-distance tolls at that 
end, but the commissioners had _ not 
segregated the Fort tolls at this end 
and did not knew what they were. 
On motion by Ald. Boyle, seconded 
by Ald. Mays, the city council decided 
to “stand pat’ on the $24 rate, to be 
in force after April 1st, the conclusion 
of the first quarter, and those whocare 
to take their phones may; but as a 
partial concession, phone owners in 
the Fort will be given a 25 per cent. 
reduction on long distance calls over 
users at the public station who are not 


phone owners. 

As Mr. Daniels record showed that 
his part of the system had been well 
conducted and that there had never 
been a complaint with regerd to it, 
and as the Fort line is apparently pay- 
ing pretty well the council decided to 


raise his pay to $40 a month.
